Concerning tbe speculative department of 
racing near that city, the San Francisco Chron- 
icle of last Monday says : 

“Never in tbe history of continuous racing in 
California have the bookmakers had such a 
good break as the present season. It is esti- 
mated that the ring is (125,000 ahead. This is 
no idle gossip, but a careful calculation ob- 
tained from men in touch with tbe pencilers. 
This is one of the reaeons that a man needed 
little outside of a slate and a supply of chalk. 
Money and handicapping skill were never so 
much at a discount and all tbe bookman needed 
to do was to grab the coin offered him. Favor- 
ites have bean beaten with a grsat regularity 
and it seems that in vary close calls tbe decis- 
ion ha3 favored the bookmakers rather than 
the speculative public. Such a phenomenal 
etreak of lack for the bookmakers cannot con- 
tinue much longer. Saturday wa9 a great day 
for the books, but they can hardly expect an- 
other such day daring tbe season. 

“The biggest winners at present ere John 
Coleman, Joe Harlan and Phil Archibald. 
These three pencilers are fully 115.000 ahead. 
Coleman encountered the worst kind of luck 
during tbe last season, and he will have to win 
many another thousand to even op, bat he has 
made a good start this year. Jack Atkins, who 
ia booking for Johnny Humphreys, is $8,000 to 
the good. Applegate and Hoffman, of St. Lonis, 
are both several thousands winner. Hugh 
Jones has already cleaned np $6,000, and several 
of the new books are good winners. W. Lang- 
ford haa made a success of the Olympic Club 
book and cleaned up $3,500 in one day. 

“Last year the season opened up in the most 
disastrous style for the bookies, aud many a 
bank roll was consumed before the season was 
a month old.” 

“Billy” Barriek, well known to Chieago race- 
track habitues, has been phenomenally favored 
by Dame Fortune daring the past fsw moaths 
and at Bannings led all the sensational plung- 
ers. In the coarse of a recent talk with a 
newspaper man he gave this account of his 
lncky adventures: 

“After many ops and downs I borrowed $300 
daring tha Morris Park meeting from a 
Canadian friend and played ‘the bank.’ Aftar 
an all-night session I was $10,000 to the good. 
After an interval of a day I retained to ‘the 
bank’ and played all night, quitting $11,000 
richer. 

“From that time I prospered in all my specu- 
lations. I won over $16,000 at the Morris Park 
aseetiag and went to the Aqnednct track well 
heeled, as the boys say. There I ran Sir Gay, a 
colt belonging to me. I got 30, 25 and 20 to 1 
against him, and won naarly $40,000 on him. It 
waa one of the biggest killings I ever made. I 
beat the Aqnednct meeting good and then came 
to this city. 

“To show yon that a man when in lack can’t 
do anything wrong, I telegraphed to a couple 
of friends to place several thousand dollars on 
Sir Gny when he was beaten here by Boyal 
Sterling. What was tha result 1 That night 
when I returned to the hotel I opened a tele- 
gram I had received just as I left the track and 
found that my friends were unable to place my 
money on Sir Gny becanee the poolrooms had 
refused to take it. That’s lack, ain’t it 1 

“Daring the fifteen days’ racing here I have 
had only three losing days. The other twelve 
days have netted me a big profit on my invest- 
ments. I have backed horses at all kinds of 
prices and won a big mejority of them. Jnet 
how long this good fortune will continue I can’t 
say. But 1 can stand it as long as old Dame 
Fortune is willing to throw it at me. Should 



my good luck desert me I suppose I will go 
broke egain. That is the fortune of all specu- 
la tors.” 

In relation to the refusal of the California 
Jo ckey Clnb to receive his entries tbe San Fr&n- 
cisco Bulletin represents Mr. Corrigau as 
saying: 

‘ ‘The least said about the mattei tbe better it 
will be for racing. If the California Jockey 
C Inb bad not given it to the paper I would not 
have mentioned it. When trouble can be 
averted I believe in averting it. In regard to 
the entries, all that I have to say is that they 
were solicited. An agent of the Jockey Clnb 
as bed me to patronize their stakf s, and I told 
my clerk to make out a list. 1 t hit k I sent over 
eight entries in all. I might hive sent them 
anyhow, but I know I would cot have sent them 
when I did if he had not solicited the entries. 
If there is aDy feeling against me at Oakland I 
am clad they returned the entries, for I never 
want to race where I am not wanted. There are 
plenty of places where I can go without forcing 
myself upon my enemies. That is all I have to 
say.”

Among 
them are Flax Spinner, Latch Key and Florinel 
II. Simons is a partner of Tommy Griffin. 

Silver II., the son of Salvator, who finished 
third to Beqnital and Crescendo in the 
Fatnrity, is in training and may soon sport 
silk at the local track. 

W. B. Larselere haa purchased Silver Tone 
and Afamada from P. Byau. The consideration 
was not made public, but is said to ba $3,000. 

Canace, the bread-winner in Nick Hall’s 
stable, is dead. She contracted fever on the 
way out here and died at Sacramento.

AMERICAN EPSOM DERBY ENTRIES. 

A considerable number of American-bred two- 
year-olds, theegreat majority of which are still 
in this country, are eligible to start for next 
year’s Epsom Derby, the race of all races. Ob- 
viously most of them will remain in this coun- 
try because of tbeir failure to achieve places in 
the front ranks of our best two-year-olds of this 
year. On the other hand several raced in good 
form and possibly may be sent across tbe At- 
lantic. Of the list entered an eastern exchange 
says : 

“J. E. Madden heads ’the list of entries 
with a string of seven, as follows: Colo- 

nel Roosevelt, by Falsetto— Pearl Thom : Lar- 
zelere, by Bramble— Charity ; Waring, by Ma- 
setto— The Bweeper; Dan Began, by Spend- 
thrift— Cinderella; Qaicksaad, by Quicklime— 
Spinette; The Chamberlain, by Lisbon-Patri- 
mory, and David Garrick, by Hanovar— Peg 
Woffington. 

“The last two are now the property of P. 
Lorillard and their worth is well known. David 
Garrick performed fairly well at time*, bat he 
is hardly np to Derby form. The Chamberlain 
was much of^disappoiatment to Mr. Lorillard, 
but as be is a slashing, fine-looking cilt and a 
fall brother to tbe speedy Keenan, should he be 
sent to England he may give a good acconut of 
himself. The writer saw him work the mile die- 
tance st Bheepshead Bay in the early part of tbe 
summer in 1 :44, when no two-year-old was asked 
to go over six furlongs. 

“WariDg, now owned by F. T. Parker, is at 
fast as the wind, and can go any distance, bnt 
ss he is reported to have bad ankles, it ia 
hardly likely that he will ba sent around Tat- 
tenham Comer next year. 

“Colonel Roosevelt is in the hands of Robert 
Smith. He is of a fairish class and last season 
showed every liking for a distance of ground. 
Should Bob elect to send him abroad, with 
Willie Midgely, to train him, who knows what 
will teat Counter Tenor’s handsome brother! 

“Sydney Paget’s eligibles. Last Cord, by Ben 
Stroma— Last Ban; Bramble Rose, by Bramble- 
Miss Nailor, and an nn-named bay colt by Med- 
dler-Spring Tide, lack a lot of having Derby 
form, and will doubtless be kept at home. 

“J. B. Keene’s entries, Donblet, by Domino 
— Lncy Wallace; Petruchio, by Tournament— 
Katharine II.; Disguise, by Domino— Bonnio 
Gal, and Sangerband, by D >mino-Bellfield II., 
will, with the exception of Disguise, be kept 
here. Disguise has already been sent acrou. 
He is a colt about whom little is known, bat 
his private form is said to be of the best. He 
is a slashing bay, of the finest conformation 
and was one of tbe best tried yearlings at the 
Keene establishment. He would have been 
seen daring the season bnt for the reasoa that 
he was a big colt and was growing fast, and 
Trainer Rowe preferred to wait on him. 

“Marcns Daly’s offerings for the race are St. 
Finnan, bj Tammany— Ayrshire Bose, and Pet. 
tifogger. by Bathampton— Petticoat. St. Fin- 
nan was thought by many to bo a good colt dnr. 
ing the season, but he never ran np to his pri- 
vate form. Regarding Pettifogger bnt little ia 
known. 

“John Daly ha6 a conple on the Derby entry 
list: Erwin, by His Highness— Vega, and 
Princeling, by His Highness— Miss Loagstreet. 
These seem to have no chance and will prob. 
ably race at borne. 

“Alfy Lakeland’s bid for the Darby will ba 
with Mike Strauss, a colt by Iroquois— Gypsy. 
Billy Lakeland has a colt by Chorister— Zodiac 
en-ered. H. T. Oxnard has a youusrstar by Jila 
Johnson — Lady Tramp on the Derby entry list
